The note signed by Lord Ciurzon, secretary of state for foreign affairs, 


was delivered March It and was in answer to Secretary Colby's exceptions 
to the San Itcnro agreement between Great Britain :md Franco relating to pe- 
troleum resources in Mesopotamia. That agreement, Lord Curzon said, was 
not fully understood, it appeared, adding that-it "aimed at-no monopoly or 
exclusive rights." 
- The Mesopotamia agreement was said by Lord Curzon to be subject to 
oil concessions in (lie Vilayets of Bagdad and Mosul granted to British in- 
terests before the war and not to be treated "merely as a matter of abstract 
principle" without reference to pre-war negotiations. 


Rights acquired in Palestine by tlte Standard Oil Company "are no

then ej es The machmery and equipment were in rums. It was not 
bebe'ved at first that any except German workmen familiar with 
the peculiar construction and possessing the original plans, could 
restore the vessel to her former condition. But some of 'our marine 
experts thought differently and'they were given their chnnee. All 
•the world knows the result. Within an incredibly short time the 
Vaterlaud, rcchristened the' Leviathan, was carrying United States 
soldiers across the sea, 10,000 at a time. 


Now for'the other stpry. Transformation of the Leviathan 


from a passenger to a troopship was not so difficult. But recently 
-nhen out shipping board proposed to restore the big vessel to its 
original condition as a passenger and freight 
carrier it had no 


plans from which to work. It asked the Germans for the original 
plans and specifications and the reply was that it could have them
